Church situation in Sudan improves, says expelled bishop

A BISHOP expelled from the Sudan was in 
San Diego this week to explain how Christian 
missionaries were forced to leave. 


It was in Khartoum, the Sudanese capital, 
that the American ambassador and his senior 
aide were killed by Palestinian terrorists 
recently. 


Bishop E. Mason, a missionary in the Sudan 
for more than 37 years, told the Southern Cross 
that although they were ousted during the civil 
war there nine years ago, Christian mis- 
sionaries are now allowed to return to help 
build the country. 


THE GOVERNMENT, in expelling the mis- 
sionaries, had charged them with “involve- 
ment in political activities,’ said Bishop 
Mason. “We were told to leave on 24-hour 
notice, without taking anything. Some were 
jailed first and then expelled.” 


Bishop Mason was in the Sudan as a member 
of the Sons of the Sacred Heart (Verona 
Fathers) who staff the Pala and Santa Ysabel 
missions in this diocese. 


He met in San Diego with Bishop Leo T. 
Maher and Father Anthony Chylewski, dioce- 
san director of the Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith. 


FATHER CHYLEWSKI said his 
“agreed to assist the Church in the Sudan by 
allowing appeals to be made in the diocese 
under the Missionary Cooperative Plan, which 
allows outside missionaries to make specific 
appeals.” 

Bishop Mason said that before expulsion in 
1964 the missionaries had served in the south- 
ern Sudan where the people are predomi- 
nantly African pagans. 


“We had about 1.5 million Catholics there.

because it is mainly Arab and therefore Mus- 
lim,” he said. 3 

“SINCE 1969 THE Sudanese government has 
been trying to find ways of getting along with 
the missionaries,” he said. 

“They are now allowed to remain for limited 
periods to help repair churches, schools and 
other structures. When we left there were

The bishop pointed to improved relations 
with the Vatican in the acceptance of a papal 
envoy in Khartoum for the first time. Since his 
own ouster from the Sudan, Bishop Mason was 
Vatican representative in Uganda and the 
Congo, helping in resettlement of refugees.

Anger-r-r-r-r-r-r! 


Many spiritual writers of the past wrote of the need of 
self-control for religious development, but were either 
ambiguous or misunderstood. Too often “control” of emo- 
tions became denial. So some thought they had their anger, 
depression, pride, etc. under control when they no longer 
felt angry, depressed, proud. 


THE MAN JESUS beat the temple money changers in 
his anger, wept over Jerusalem, bragged about his rela- 
tionship with the Father. He felt angry, sad and proud. 
But he had cause to, and used those feelings to demon- 
strate the divine concern. He must also have felt and 
shown joy to attract so many — especially children — to 
him. 

Father John McCall, SJ, pointed out that usually the 
phrase “behave yourself” réally means, ‘“‘shut-up and sit 
down.” But to behave themselves children must do — ong 
feel — something. 


In education — including religious education — today, 
it’s not rare to hear and see a lot of “noise” and motion 
in a classroom. But perhaps we should question whether 
it is destructive, distracting dissipation or just an emo- 
tional, educational experience. And a children’s liturgy 
is likewise seldom an occasion of hushed silence; not that 
some reverent quiet doesn’t have its value and place. 


MAYBE ONE OF THE things we could all do for Lent 
would be to control our emotions better. Of course that 
means allowing ourselves to feel something. But feelings 
themselves aren’t bad; some of them can be pretty good

ARE CLOTHES lasting 
longer, or are people keep- 
ing them? Father Joseph 
Topping, diocesan director 
for the St. Vincent de Paul 
centers which constantly 
require old clothes to pass 
to the needy, says there is 
a shortage. 


“We are desperately 
short of used clothing,” he 
said. ‘We need it to give to 
the poor people who come 
to our centers and to sell in 
our thrift stores.” 


Father Topping points 
out that, unlike some 
organizations which take 
used clothes, furniture and 
other household items, the 
St. Vincent de Paul centers 


give much of this away to 
the poor and sell the 
remainder to help raise 
funds. 


“WE NEVER refuse a 
genuine appeal for help — 
whether it’s for clothes or 
food, a bed or a stove,” he 
said. “But we are really 
short on clothes at present 
and the poor people in our 
larger cities come to us to 
find our cupboard is getting 
bare.” 


Anew center in Riverside 
opens this week where 
there was previously a Safe- 
way store. “It will be full of 
bargains, like our other 
thrift stores,” said Father 
Topping. “No shirt more 
than 25 cents, and no suit 
over $2.50.”

Stewardship passes 
$1.8 million mark

“OUR STEWARDSHIP ’73 
goal of $2 million is in 
sight,” reports Msgr. Wil- 
liam Spain, diocesan mod- 
erator of the campaign. 
Pledges total $1,800,873 as 
of March 12 — 90 percent of 
the target. 


“We have every reason to 
believe that our goal will be 
reached by next weekend,” 
he predicted. 


Ninety parishes are now 
“working for themselves in 
raising funds for their own 
needs,” he said, since they 
have reached or exceeded 
75 percent of their respec- 
tive goals. 


PARISHES will be 
rebated all funds above 
three-fourths of target. 
Forty-nine of the 90 have 
passed their goal and 41 are 
over 75 per cent. 


There are now 26,171 
pledges, or about 25 per 
cent of 103,000 families 
being contacted by parish 
stewards, said Msgr. Spain, 
with the average gift at 
$63.84. 


All pledges may be 
redeemed in one payment 
or installments. 


IN ADDITION to the 
$500,000 to be shared by 
parishes in rebates, Stew- 
ardship disbursements are: 
$700,000 for grade and dio- 
cesan high schools; $300, 
000 for Catholic Community 
Services and related social 
work agencies; $300,000 
for vocations, seminary aid 
and priest formation, and 
$200,000 for care of infirm 
and retired priests.

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A time to keep

Not so infallible 


The tendency to ascribe the potential of infallibil- 
ity to the United States Supreme Court is disturbing. 
So is its growing tendency to make law by judicial 
fiat. The disastrous decision over abortion recently 
is a case in point. 


The abortion issue is one for legislatures to 
decide — on the basis of public debate and moral 
standards. Surely the assembled intellectual 
strength of our nation’s senior court should have 
comprehended this. 


Our mixed-up standards came to light in another 
tragic episode recently — the case of the murdered 
diplomats in Khartoum, Sudan. It is not so long ago 
that the death penalty was outlawed in the United 
States by the Supreme Court, as being “degrading 
and dehumanizing,” among other things. 


_Ifthe death penalty is wrong for the people of the 
United States — and we have Sirhan Sirhan and 
Charles Manson still around as Supreme Court 
examples — on what premise can Secretary of State 
William Rogers say of the Sudan incident: “I think 
the death penalty is quite appropriate,” and GOP 
leaders, Sen. Hugh Scott and Rep. Gerald Ford 
state: “I hope they shoot:them all — and the sooner 
the better.” 


It is that terrible dilemma of double standards. 
In no way am I suggesting the Palestinian murderers 
or alleged murderers should not be dealt with to the 
full point of the law — but with the same justice 
we would apply to ourselves. Look at the trouble 
we took to give Sirhan Sirhan a fair trail, and 
nobody publicly suggested “shoot him — and the 
sooner the better.”’ 


It’s the same double moral standard which warns 
domestic smokers of cigarettes, on the packs, that 
their habit is injurious to their health, but which 
subsidizes the growing of that same tobacco for 
export. We don’t write the warning on the export 
bales. . 


Strange place, strange laws. Our courts outlaw 
bingo but legalize abortion.

Constitution on the Church in the Modern World 


St. Paul gives a list of charisma in which 
is included the ability “to distinguish one 
spirit from another” (I Corinthians 12:10). 
It would be helpful for a Christian to be able 
to recognize what kind of spirits were 
influencing him and in what way. As Christ 
walked his path he confronted evil spirits 
at every turn and withan easy gesture, a 
mere word cast them out, (Luke 11:14+). 


To be human, and even much more to be 
Christian, puts us in the context of this 
same confrontation — whether we want it 
or not. For Jesus said, “He who is not with 
me is against me” (Luke 11:23). Therefore, 
it would be helpful to know by direct intui- 
tion where we stand with the opposition and 
on whose side we are fighting. 


But Christianity is not a philosophy nor 
some special intuitive enlightment as in 
Zen Buddism, but it is a whole way of life 
— it is Jesus, the way (John 14:6). Therefore 
to discern the Christian way is not so much 
a matter of a special enlightenment but is 
more the result of a deeper personal affir- 
mation. (See Romans 8:8; Colossians 3:16; 
and Galatians 2:20.) 


Thus we are able to distinguish the 
spirits mainly on the basis of who we are. 
Our discernment depends on the extent of 
our harmony with God: 


“These are the very things that God has 
revealed to us through the Spirit, for the 
Spirit reaches the depths of everything, 
even the depth of God... instead of the 
spirit of the world, we have received the 
Spirit that comes from God, to teach us to 
understand the gifts that he has given us. 


“Therefore we teach, not in the way in 
which philosophy is taught, but in the way 
that the Spirit teaches us... An unspiritual 
person is one who does not accept anything 
of the Spirit of God: he sees it all as nonsen- 
se; it is beyond his understanding because 
it can only be understood by means of the 
Spirit ...We are those who have the mind 
of Christ.” (1 Corinthians 2:10-16)

There is 
every reason to believe that 
the Catholic school is, in 
relation to its students, a 
far more effective pastoral 
agency than the parish is to 
its parishioners. 


“In fact, it would be sur- 
prising if it were otherwise; 
the school’s contact-time 
advantages along place it in 
a far stronger position... 


“Catholic schools are 
truly in crisis, but for 
reasons which have little if 
anything to do with the 
basic concept and _ pos- 
sibilities of Christian 
school education. . 


“Catholic schools are in 
crisis because of 
unimaginative leadership, 
atrocious planning, . the 
stagnation of most parishes, 
and the current deep- 
seated problems in the 
priesthood and religious 
life. 


“Tt is quite conceivable 
that these and similar fac- 
tors could bring about the 
death — however unjus- 
tified and irrational...of 
Catholic school education.” 


How Father’ Michael 
O’Neill, Catholic school

Communion not communication

PRAYER IS what hap- 
pens when we tell our story 
to Christ and he tells his 
story to us, Father James 
Carroll, chaplain at Boston 
University, told a CCD adult 
education audience. 


Last speaker in the CCD 
Challenge 72-73 series, the 
Paulist priest, also a poet 
and playwright, discussed 
“Imagination in the Life of 
Prayer” at the USD Camino 
Theater and at Our Lady of 
Help parish, 
Riverside. 


“Our story is so entwined 
with the story of Christ, that 
it will not be told until his 
story is told,’ Father Car- 
roll said. “Christ’s story 
includes the story of all 
people who ever lived or 
will live... 


“GOD IS THE only one 
with time and patience to 
hear everyone’s story. God 
also is telling a story and 
we're that story and making 
it come alive. Living it 


makes us a community — 
we are in communion with 
each other and God.” 


Prayer does not have to 
be “productive,” he said, 
but a way to be in commun- 
ion with God. It could be 
“an act of holy uselessness 
—or like going fishing wie 
out a pole.” 


Father Carroll defined 
evolution as change in the 
“stories we tell about our- 
selves and our culture.” 


IN TELLING a story we 
assert our responsibility 
and power and “the people 
who control the stories, 
control the power.” 


A basic thing about us as 
human beings, he _ con- 
tinued, is imagination and 
in story telling “you make 
an act of imagination.” . 


“The problem is we don’t 
know how to live in com- 
munion with each other and 
with God. We are called to 
be in communion with God, 
not in communication with 
God.

THE BISHOPS of the United States 


received a report on the Jesus Move- 
ment in July 1972. In it, Father Laur- 
ence T. Murphy, MM, who did the 
evaluation, wrote: ; 


“The most basic criticism I offer is 
the evidence of a very simplistic men- 
tality found throughout much of the 
movement. It is too easy to be saved: 
if you love Jesus, clap your hands or 
honk your horn! 


“The question of what follows on 
Bible readings, evangelistic concerts 
and pep rallies receives scant atten- 
tion. The Jesus People think of them- 
selves as the salt of the earth, but 
what do they salt, and how?” 


IS THE JESUS movement, in all its 
varied forms, merely a new kind of 


lingly use the Bible dishonestly.”’ 


This also is the accusation of Wil- 
liam and Ruth Rambur of Chula 
Vista. They have “lost” a daughter to 
the Children of God, (COG), a sect of 
the Jesus Movement described by 
Father Murphy’s report as “extreme.” 


KAY RAMBUR, 23-year-old daugh- 
ter of this retired Lt. Commander and 
his wife, former student at the 
University of San Diego, and nurse at 
Mercy hospital, suddenly joined the 
Children of God — and virtually van- 
ished from the family home. 


“We have not heard from Kay for 
more than a year,” says the St. Rose 
of Lima parishioner. “She was a lov- 
ing daughter, did. well in nursing 
training and was in her first year at 
Mercy when it happened.” 


“In August, 1971, instead of a pro- 
jected tour of Europe and marriage

“high,” trading on emotions, feelings 
and “experiences” or does it move 
into deeper aspects of theology, of 
human psychology and needs? 


Father Murphy, director of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference’s division of 
higher education, says the movement 
is “very manipulative.” Some “charis- 
matic” leaders, he says, “use 
techniques to persuade and even 
coerce young people.” They man- 
ipulate the emotional needs of young 
persons, especially for love, 
acceptance and “at times quite know- 


to follow, Kay met with a group in San 
Francisco who evidently led her into 


the COG movement. 


SHE LITERALLY vanished from 
sight, according to the Ramburs. They 
next saw her on a television show in 
Los Angeles, run by a Jesus Move- 
ment group. In Los Angeles, they 
were told “she went to Texas last 
night.” 


It was there they found her — some- 
where between Abilene and Fort 
Worth — in the late summer of 1971.

The confrontation, as they describe it, 
sands out like a nightmare in their 
ives. 


From early afternoon to late even- 
ing, in a commune with locked gates 
and guards, they met with the Chil- 
dren of God. Scriptural verses alter- 
nated with shouts of hatred, songs 
and verbal attack by the vast crowd 
of “Children.” 


ACCORDING TO published state- 
ments of the sect, the Children of God 
teach their followers to hate parents, 
and the outside world in general. 
Their mail is censored, Their belief 
that the end of the world is imminent 
justifies, in their eyes, harsh tactics. 


“Mo” or Moses, who claims to be the 
founder, writes in a booklet: “Is it any 
wonder that the pitifully persecuted 
and illegally assaulted children of 
such atrocious parents should prefer 
to have their whereabouts 
unknown?” 


In his polemical True Story of Moses | 


he writes: “Do wonder then why I 
myself, the original founder and 
leader of the movement... still prefer 
to remain unknown, anonymous and 
in the utmost seclusion?” 


THERE WERE subsequent occa- 
sions when the Ramburs saw their 
daughter. Brief, fleeting meetings cir- 
cumscribed by COG demands, they 
explain. For one whole Thanksgiving 
week she returned home, only to 
depart again to the communes of the 
COG, married to one of the elders. 
That was the Thanksgiving of 1971. 
Then silence. 

“The Children of God are infiltrat- 
ing all religions, including the 
Catholic,” said William Rambur in an 
interview. ‘Our daughter is probably 
protecting our lives by staying with 
them.” 

Those children who have returned 
to their parents have been “de- 
programmed” under a_ planned 
reeducation course created by the 
Ramburs and other parents. It has 
now received national attention in 
news magazines and television. 


THE REPORT FROM the division of

higher education of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, calling the COG ‘“ex- 
treme” said, “They are violently 
opposed to the established Church. 
One song, allegedly inspired by the 
Holy Spirit, goes: 

‘O Lord have mercy. on me 

I hate that damned old sound 

Of the church bells ringing 

and the people coming from miles 

around.’ ” 

The Ramburs last saw their daugh- 

ter Kay in May, 1972. They lost one son 
in Vietnam. They have another son 


‘ and a daughter — both school age — 


still at home. Commander Rambur, 
now a high school teacher, says they 
have had phone calls threatening 
their lives. “Our friends have been 
told to stay away from us.” 

TO THE RAMBURS, the Children of 
God movement is nothing but evil. It is 
obvious that the experience in Texas 
rankles as much with the COG as it 
does with the Ramburs. 

But they warn other parents against 
this aspect of the Jesus Movement. 


“These people are searching for 
meaning,” writes Father Murphy in 
his report to the bishops’ conference. 
“Church leaders might best respond 
by affirming one of the images of the 
Church as a people in pilgrimage, of 
Jesus as the Way.”

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Manners maketh man 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about . manners and the old- 
fashioned courtesies which appar- 
ently have fallen into disrepute in 
this day of “casual” freedom. 


It is no accident, I believe, that the 
decline in what was considered “good 
manners” should coincide with a time 
when respect for the authority and 
wisdom of elders is depleted and the 
drive for equality of sexes is destroy- 
ing the normal relationships in our 
society. 


With the contemporary emphasis 
on “self” realization, “self? determi- 
nation, ‘“‘self’’ assertion, we are on the 
way to producing an aggressive gene- 
ration whose policy might be defined 
as “each man — or woman — for him- 
self.” 


CONTRARY TO THE opinion of 
many young moderns, there is more 
to good manners than ‘‘show.”’ Man- 
ners, as Sydney Smith once said, are 
the shadows of virtues, the momen- 
tary display of those qualities which 
our fellow creatures love and respect. 


They are outward signs of an 
inward disposition. The courteous 
considerate act speaks very clearly of 
an innate respect for another. The 
habitual gestures of self-effacement, 
offering one’s chair, opening the door, 
assisting older — and younger — 
women in various ways, kindness to 
children, all bespeak a _ primary 
thought and care for others, 


MANNERS EASILY and rapidly 
mature into morals, as the Victorians 
used to say. The habit of good 
behavior must — in all but the most 
insincere or egocentric — in time, 
induce a corresponding mental and 
philosophical attitude. 


After all, the whole concept of 
“sood manners” must have its origin 
in the natural and spontaneous 
expression of thoughtfulness for 
others.

renewed appreciation of good man- 
ners. 


THAT IT HAS NOT done so is 
perhaps a comment on the extent of 
their commitment to real 
brotherhood and community spirit. 


This “smart” generation labels con- 
ventional manners “‘un-natural’ and 
“too formal,’ apparently oblivious 
that the casual carelessness of their 
own behavior is insultingly unnatural 
and inconsiderate to others. 


A philosophy is more than the par- 
rotting of slogans or principles. It is 
the daily living of ideals, the incarna- 
tion of the words. 


In a Christian society good manners 
should be the norm. If we do not prac- 
tice natural. courtesy towards each 
other and a natural respect towards 
our elders, we are not. practicing 
Christians. Me 


There is another aspect, too. Good 
manners are the poetry of behavior. 
As poetry is the vision, the image of 
what we are trying to impart — a kind 
of impressionistic communication — 
so the polite act implies more than 
the act itself. 


IT MAY SAY: “Think well of me, I 
value your opinion.” Or it may imply: 
“TI think highly of you, your comfort 
and ease and pleasure are important 
to me.” Either way, something 
unspoken is said. 


In our response, we accept not only 
the kindness but the person himself. 
It was not purely fortuitous that the 
Church has encompassed her sacra- 
mental teaching in signs and symbol 
and ceremony. From the most primi- 
tive man to. the intellectual, the cus- 
toms, signs and habits of our cultures 
are fraught with meaning. 


Good manners speak a universal 
language.

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THE JAN. 22 RULING on abortion by the 
U.S. Supreme Court has clearly brought home 
the fact that the judiciary, while carrying out 
its role as interpreter of the Constitution, is 
becoming more and more embroiled in ques- 
tions of a moral and religious nature. 


Yet abortion is but one of the many con- 
troversial cases facing the nation’s court sys- 
tem that has intense significance to religious 
leaders and to millions of Americans. 


The issues range from aid to private schools, 
capital punishment and prayer in public 
schools to controversies over Christmas 
creches in public buildings, religious services 
at the White House and compulsory chapel 
attendance at U.S. military academies. 


THE COURTS THUS face the dilemma of 
deciding, on the basis of constitutional law, 
cases involving complex moral and religion- 
related questions. 


In two instances — abortion and prayer in 
public schools — a substantial number of 
organizations and individuals are seeking con- 
stitutional alternatives to U.S. Supreme Court 
rulings through amendments to the Constitu- 
tion. - : 

In a multitude of cases, higher and lower 
courts have rendered conflicting decisions on 
the ‘same questions. This is particularly true 
at the state level where the courts may act on 
the basis of the state constitutions. 


UNDERSTANDABLY, this has caused confu- 
sion: “If busing private school pupils is legal 
and constitutional in New York, why not in 
other states?” The confusion is compounded 
when it is also eapleries that the Supreme 
Court upheld. such transportation in New 
Jersey almost 40 years ago, but that the deci- 
sion did not necessarily make “new law” 
applicable to every state. 


It is also noteworthy that in most of the 
“ehurch-related’’ decisions it is rare for a 
unanimous ruling to be reached at any court 
level. 


Aside from general constitutional questions 
whose moral or ethical overtones affect a 
broad spectrum of the population, the courts 
have also been burdened with deciding a host 
of suits involving church congregations, religi- 
ous agencies, individuals and the civil com- 
munities. 


BUT IT IS ON the level of constitutional 
issues affecting the nation as a whole that the 
courts are making their greatést impact involv- 
ing religion in American life. 

Currently, among these constitutionally- 
related issues facing the courts, are income tax 
credits for parents of children attending non- 
public schools, pornographic and obscene 
materials and ritual slaughter by Jews, among 
others. 

Within the past year, the judiciary, at varying 
levels, has acted to abolish capital punishment 
in most cases, indicated to 46 states that they 
must rewrite their abortion laws, struck down 


several forms of public aid to nonpublic 
schools but seemingly upheld tax credits pend- 
ing a final Supreme Court decision, and ruled 
against private clubs’ right to discriminate 
against minority groups. 


JUST A SAMPLING of cases within the last 
year shows the continuing , if not burgeoning, 
involvement of the judiciary in constitutional 
questions touching in some significant way on 
religion and morality: 


—In February, 1972, it was disclosed that 32 court 
cases, either challenging or seeking public 
funds for nonpublic schools were pending in 
state and federal courts. These, according to 
reports, were among 65 cases dealing with 
First Amendment provisions for freedom of 
religion and church-state separation. 


—In August, a three-judge federal court in 
Philadelphia rejected a suit challenging the 
constitutionality of the Vietnam war. Two 
months before, the National Council of 
Churches joined a friend of the court brief in 
support of the case. 


—In September, a Minnesota county court 
denied a challenge to the state’s tuition tax 
credit law, ruling that the law is constitutional 
because it provides tax reliefto parents of chil- 
dren in non-public schools and not to the 
schools themselves. 


—On Nov . 21, the Supreme Court refused to 
review a lower court ruling which upheld the 
firing of a Seventh-day Adventist who refused 
to join a union for reasons of conscience. 


—Less than a month later, that same court, 6-3, 
upheld the rights of states to regulate, in bars 
and nightclubs that dispense liquor, the sexual 
behavior of performers and patrons. 


—Also, in Deceniber, the court ruled that frater- 
nal organizations may discriminate in choos- 
ing their members but cannot exclude anyone 
because of race, color or creed from being 
served food or drink. Meanwhile, a Maine 
court decided that lodges which practice dis- 
crimination may not be granted liquor 
licenses. 


—At about the same time, the Supreme Court 
refused to review a federal district court 
ruling which held that compulsory attendance 
at chapel in the U.S. military academies is 
unconstitutional. 

—In January, 1973 a federal district court in 
New York received a brief challenging the con- 
stitutionality of a federal law that gives special 
attention to ritual slaughter of livestock by 
Jews. f 
—Even more recently and in a more specific 
context, the Supreme Court overruled a lower 
federal court pronouncement that would have 
allowed two anti-war priests, Fathers Philip 
and Daniel Berrigan, to visit Hanoi while on 
parole from a federal prison. 


THE MAJOR church-related issue still fac- 
ing the nation’s judiciary, particularly the Sup- 
reme Court, is the tax credit question. Already 
several states, including California, Minnesota

and New York, have passed such measures, 
and bills are being readied in the Congress 
that would provide federal income tax deduc- 
tions to parents of children in non-public 
schools. 


The nation’s religious communities are 
divided on tax credit, as they are on abortion 
and prayer in public schools. 


In the latter two cases, however, there is con- 
siderable support for constitutional amend- 
ments. 


With respect to abortion, components of two 
state legislatures — Virginia and Rhode Island 
— have already stood against the Supreme 
Court ruling by offering laws more restrictive 
than the guidelines set forth by the court. 


THE HOUSE OF Representatives in 1971 
came close to passing a measure initiating a 
“prayer amendment,” despite the fact that 
almost ten years had passed since the high 
court ruled against public school prayer. 


The Supreme Court has carefully pointed out 
that government should show no hostility to 
religion or establish a “religion of secularism” 
any more than it should show preference to 
those who believe over non-believers. 


Court decisions that are interpreted as 
affecting morals and religion have brought 
both. positive and negative reactions from 
church leaders, scholars and others, no matter 
what the issue. 


THE LACK OF consensus on constitutional- 
moral issues, both by the courts in most cases 
and by its critics, indicates the scope of the 
problem the judiciary has in dealing with 
these questions. The length of deliberation — 
some two years — by the high court prior to 
the abortion ruling is another indicator of the 
difficulty. 


Despite the nation’s history of religious 
pluralism and separation of church and state, 
moral and religious determinations filter into 
the nation’s legal system and must ultimately 
be dealt with by the judiciary. 


As constitutional issues arise, the judiciary 
will make decisions that, some hold, could 
have a significant bearing on the moral post- 
ure of the country. Mercy-killing (euthanasia) 
and the abrogation of all laws prohibiting 
abortion are two questions which could, before 
too long, come before the courts. 


WITH THE GROWING calendar of court 
eases. involving religion and _ morality, 
churchmen and those seeking an operative 
religious approach to social, economic and 
political life may have to consider before hand 
what alternatives exist should the ruling they 
seek be denied them.

‘The Exorcist’ cited as cause for 
rise in ‘pseudo-possession’ cases 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS) — A best- 
selling novel about a girl possessed by the 
devil has apparently been responsible for 
a rash of cases of ‘“‘psuedo-possession” or 
“obsession” around the country, according 
to a Catholic scholar of exorcism. 

Father John J. Nicola, assistant director 
of the National Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception here, was referring to the 
novel, The Exorcist, written by a George- 
town University alumnus, William Peter 
Blatty. 


The book is being made into a movie, 
and Father Nicola is serving as technical 
consultant to the film production. The 
priest fears there will be an upsurge of 
such cases after the movie comes out in 
the fall. 


“THERE ARE a lot of people bothered 
by this thing right now,” he said, adding 
he has heard of “‘a few score” cases across 
the country where persons, apparently” 
influenced -by the novel, have sought out 
priests or psychiatrists, asking them to 
drive out the devil from supposedly pos- 
sessed or obsessed friends of relatives. 

Father Nicola noted that he would hear 
of more such cases than most people 
because of the publicity he has received 
as advisor to the movie. Currently he com- 


mutes weekly to New York where portions - 


of the movie are being filmed. 


“T fear that when the movie is released 
there could be an increase in pseudo- 
possession due to an increase in hysterical

reaction,” he said, although he believes 
the film can also have a good effect by 
causing people to “think about spiritual 
realities.” 


THE NOVEL AND screenplay are based 
on a Catholic Church-documented case of 
exorcism involving a suburban- 
Washington Lutheran boy in 1949 from 
whom the devil was exorcised. 

Blatty recounts the bizarre, medical inex- 
plicable behavior of the young daughter 
of a movie star who is on location in 
Washington’s fashionable Georgetown sec- 
tion. 

In the novel as in the actual case on 
which it is based, the ancient Catholic and 
now seldom-used rite of exorcism is per- 
formed by a Jesuit priest, purging the 
young person of the devil and ending what 
had been a nightmare for all concerned. 


“WE HAVE TO BE extremely careful in 
discriminating between diabolical influ- 
ence and abnormal psychology,” Father 
Nicola said. 

Father Nicola has been teaching a 
course in demonology — for adults only — 
the past four years, but last fall the enroll- 
ment jumped from 50 to 250. 


While he has long been interested .in 
exorcism, he has never performed one. He 
said he knows of “two cases in the Western 
world” where special bishop-appointed 
exorcists are currently attempting to cure 
persons adjudged to be possessed by the 
devil.

Pope Paul has reformed 
papal elections, limiting 
voting cardinals to 120 and 
suggesting that bishops and 
Eastern Rite Patriarchs 
also take part in the elec- 
tion. 


He confirmed that the 
principal body for choosing 
a pope would continue to be 
the Sacred College of Cardi- 
nals — an electoral system 
first initiated in the 11th 
century. 


But he decreed that not 
more than 126 cardinals 
would be allowed to vote. 


EXPLAINING his deci- 
sion had been “carefully 
considered,” Pope Paul 
said he hoped his succes- 
sors would preserve it. 


The pontiff suggested 
that 15 members of the Per- 
manent Council of the 
World Bishops’ Synod be 
involved in the vote.
